1 
bour of Belfast shall and may be subject and liable to ; and that it shall 
be lawful for the Commissioners for the execution of the said recited 
Act from time to time for the time being, and they are hereby autho- 
rized and empowered to levy or cause to be levied such tonnage duties 
15 in lieu of any tonnage duties payable on such vessels under the said 
recited Act of the eighth year of His Majesty, and also to levy for and 
in respect of any merchandize, commodities, articles, matters and 
things on board or put on board any such steam vessel as merchandize, 
the several rates and duties of quayage specified in the Schedule an- 
nexed to the said recited Act. 
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
